Don G. MacLROD was shot dead recently 
at the Silver District near Yuma, Ariz., by 
a German named Billick.

ALLAN RUTHERFORD, who until a few 
days ago was employed in the city stables of 
Montreal, has received information from 
Scotland that he has fallen heir to a rent-roll 
of $300,000 per annum, and to the title of 
Earl of Teviot in the Scotch Peerage.

Tue hay harvest has commenced in In- 
diana, and the farmers are weil satisfied, as 
the yield is excellent. It is feared that should 
there be no rain within the next ten days the 
corn crop will suffer much. It is now quite 
promising. The oat crop is rather poor, and 
the yield will be light. 


Tue Democrats of Philadelphia County 
held a conven’ yesterday, and nominated 
James H. Mitchell, a Republican and the 
present incumbent, for Judge of the Court 
of Common Pleas, Maj. Moses Veale for Re- 
corder of Deeds, and John C. McManes and 
David Haggerty for City Commissioners. 


Tur lowa farmers expect to have aw ex- 
cellent corn crop this year, except in those 


‘portions visited by hail-storms recently, 


where the yield will be scarcely half an av- 
erage. The wheat crop is now being har- 
vested, and will yield a fair-average. Oats, 
barley, and other crops will be fully up to 
the average. 


SEVERAL deaths have taken place in New 
York from lockjaw occasioned by explosions 
of toy pistols on the Fourth of July. Thir- 
teen déaths from the same cause have oc- 
curred at Baltimore, and three persons are 
beyond hope of récovery. Several deaths 
are also reported from various towns in the 
vicinity of New York. 


Ir is stated that the Czar has determined 
to commute the sentence of Hessy Helfmann, 
the female Nihilist concerned in the murder 
of the late Czar. It was stated about two 
months ago that the woman had been exe- 
cuted.

Tue anniversary of the taking of the Bas- 
tille, the national holiday of France, was cele- 
brated yesterday in Paris aud other French 
cities and by French citizens in various parts 
of the world by illuminations, decorations, 
pyrotechnic displays, patriotic music and 
oratory, free theatrical entertainments, etc., 
and in such a manner as only Frenchmen 
can celebrate. In Tunis the French build- 
ingsin the principal streets were decorated 
in donor of the occasion, and some anti- 
French placards printed in Italian were 
promptly pulled down. 


QUEEN VICTORIA sent a message to Minis- 
ter Lowell yesterday expressing great satis- 
faction at the favorable account of the Presi- 
dent, and the hope that he will soon be out 
of danger. The Emperor of Japan, through 
the Japanese Ambassador at Washington, 
presented his hearty congratulations at the 
President's recovery. The United French 
societies of New York on the occasion of 
their national holiday expressed their pro- 
found sympathy with the President, and 
their best wishes for his speedy recovery. 
Gov. Crittenden, of Missouri, sent a message 
of sympathy and congratulation, and several 
representative bodies, civic societies, and 
prominent public men sent messages of a 
like character. 


Mr. Forster proposed an amendment to 
the emigration clauses of the Irish Land bill 
yesterday which makes it optional for assist- 
ed emigrants to go to any of the British col- 
onies. Mr. Parnell favored the United States. 
as the place to which emigrants should go, 
but it is not likely that the British Govern- 
ment will agree to aid in increasing the 
population of this country q the expense of 
the British taxpayer. 
journals charge the Irish popular members 
with opposing the emigration clauses in the 
hope that they may be withdrawn, and that 
the House of Lords may have the greater ex- 
cuse for rejecting the bill as a whole,—a re- 
jection which the Irish extremists are repre- 
sented as desiring. 


CONGRESSMAN MILLER received seventy- 
three votes for Senator, or within six votes 
of a majority, in the New York Legislature 
yesterday, and Congressman Lapham re- 
ceived seventy votes, or within nine of a ma- 
jority. The supporters of both gentlemen 
predict their election to-day, and the friends 
of Mr. Miller are very confident. The Conk- 
lingites gave signs of weakening yesterday. 
Five of them voted for Hamilton Fish, ex- 
Secretary of State, for the long term, and the 
fact was taken as an indication that the 
Bucks will concentrate on him to-day. The 
Democrats, by the aid of the Bucks, carried, 
by a majority of one, a motion for adjourn- 
ment Saturday in the Assembly, but there 
is no prospect that the Senate will concur. 
An election is almost certain to take place 
before adjournment. 


D&sTRICT-ATTORNEY CORKHILL gives to 
the public this morning the principal details 
of the confession made to him by Guiteau, 
and vouches for it as correct and accurate, 
Guiteau arrived in Washington March 6 and 
put up at the Ebbit House, where he re- 
mained only one day; he thereafter roomed 
at various places in the Capital City. On 
the 18th of May he determined to kill the 
President, but had not money enough to buy 
a pistol. Towards the end of May he visited 
O’Meara’s gunshopin Washington, examined 
several pistols, and remarked that he wanted 
one of large calibre... Soon after he succeed- 
ed in borrowing $15 from a too benevolent 
Washington gentleman. Of this sum hespent 
$10 in purchasing the pistol with which he 
attempted to kill the President. Having pro- 
vided himself with the pistol and with suffl- 
clent ammunition, he began to practice with 
it, firing at a board and at other marks. On 
the Sunday of the 12th of June he followed 
the President to the.Christian Church with 
the intention of killing him there, but he saw 
that, on making the attempt, he would be 
most likely to shoot somebody else besides 
the President, so he left. Before leaving, 
however, he noticed that the President sat 
by an open window. Guitean examindd this 
window, and came to the conclusion that he 
would shoot the President from it through 
the head on Sunday, the 19th of June. 
He learned, however, that the President was 
about to leave for Long Branch with Mrs. 
Garfield on Saturday, the 18th, and went to 
the depot, after having practiced with his 
revolver that morning, his mind fully made 


| up to do the deed. Mrs. Garfield, as she 


leaned on the President’s arm at the depot, 
looked s® weak, however, that Guiteau says 
he had not the heart to shoot him in her 
presence, and, feeling that he would have 
another: opportunity, he left the depot. On 
Wednesday, the 22d of June, the assasin 
followed the President, who went out 
ridmg with his son and United States 
Marshal Henry, but as the carriage did 
not stop the fiend was foiled that night. On 
the evening of the Ist of July he followed the 
President to Secretary Blaine’s residence, 
and then dogged the President and Secretary 
Blaine as they walked from the latter’s resi- 
dence to the White House, but got no oppor- 
tunity to carry out his murderous purpose 
that evening. The following morning after 
breakfast he went to the Pennsylvania de- 
pot, loitered around for a considerable time, 
examined his pistol to see that ail was right,

EXECUTIVE MANSION, July 14—1 p. m.— 
Dr. Frank H. Hamilton and Dr. H. Agnew: 
The President has continued to progress fa- 
vorably during the last twenty-four hours. 
The febriling yesterday afternoon was again 
less than on the previous day. He nas taken, 
since our last telegram, twenty-nine ounces 
of milk, with an ounce of rum in divided 
doses as heretofore, besides a small slice of 
milk toast this morning, and at noon to-day 
a small sandwich of scraped raw beef with 
two teaspoonfuls of Vintine’s beef-juice and 
an ounce of Tokay wine of 1868. The medi- 
cation has consisted of a single hypodermic 
injection of one-quarter grain of sulphate of 
morphia, given last night, and ten grains of_ 
bi-sulphate of quiula at 8 a. m. to-day. We ad- 
ministered yesterday at 6 p. m. an enema of 
soap and water; which was promptly fol- 
lowed by a copious movement of normal 
consistence and color. At 7 p. m. his pulse 
was 100; temperature, 101.6; respiration, 24. 
To-day, at 8:30, pulse 90; temperature, 90.8; 
respiration, 22. At 1 p. m., pulse 91; tem- 
perature, 98.6; respiration, 22.

Wasnrneton, D. C., July 14.—It has been 
a day of continued hopefulness. The official 
bulletins still continue the agreeably menot- 
onous phrase: The President still con- 
tinues to improve.” The hopes which have 
been so much strengthened since the relapse, 
or increase of fever, on Monday, are rapidly 
turning into confidence. The White House 
isno longer a place of gloom. The air of 
the attendants is changed. Smiles and hope 
light up every face. It has been fortunate 
for the President that the atmosphere of 
the White House has always been hope- 
ful. It has pot deen possible for 
him to see upon the faces of 
those who approach him any doubts as to his 
ultimate recovery, as his heroic wife has 
never shown a sign of fear. All his male at- 
tendants and watchers are persons who have 
— dangers and wounds upon the battle- 

MAJ. SWAIM, 
his old companion in arms, continues to take 
his regular relief as a watch. and sleeps in a 
room adjacent to the President. His confi- 
dence and courage must inspire the Presi- 
dent with hope. He has never wavered, al- 
though hé says that, for two days, when 
everybody else was dejected, he did not men- 
tion his confidence quite so loud. To-day he 
spoke as if the danger was all over, as if the 
President was on the way to rapid con- 
valescence, and as if it was certain that he 
would be strong enough to overcome any 
crisis that might arise. 
A GENTLEMAN WHO HAS HAD A TALK WITH 
MKS. GARFIELD 

this afternoon says that she shows scarcely 
any signs of her great anxiety, and is not 
broken down under her burdens, She evi- 
dently does not allow a doubt as to the Presi- 
dent's recovery to enter her mind. She 
spoke with cheerfulness of his condition, and 
appeared to think that his recovery was 
only a question of patience and time. The 
children have resumed their accustomed 
duties. The White House has taken on its 
old ways. Of course, no Executive business 
is transacted, and everything in the mail, 
which ordinarly would require the Presi- 


dent's attention, is immediately referred to 


the proper department. The only important 
difference in the operation of the Administra- 
tion in the President’s illness is the fact that 
some offices will remain unfilled, and the 
great army of officeseekers will have to wait 
the President’s recovery before they can, if 
ever, receive their expected places. Mean- 
while, 

THE GOVERNMENT SERVICE DOES NOT SUF- 

FER. 

There are few new incidents of the sick- 
room. The President had a more com- 
fortable night,—the most comfortable that he 
has had.

NO RECURRENCE OF THE GREAT FEVER, 
which reached its crisis Monday, is expected. 
It is thought that the period of convalescence 
may have begun. The danger from blood- 
poisoning has by no means passed, but it is 
not now feared. The arrangements for 
keeping the wound open have been so suc- 
cessful, and the discharge is now so health- 
ful, that morbid matter is not expected. The 
President’s correct life and pure blood serve 
him in this crisis. Dr. Bliss says the Presi- 
dent is receiving quite enough food to 
sustain life, and that they do not 
care at present to give him more. 
His appetite is not very good, and he has 
not relished the beefsteak or the woodcock 
which they have preparedfor him. This 
morning he was given some toast moistened 
with rare beef-juice. To-day there is less 
soreness in his limbs. 

HE CAN PUT ONE FOOT OVER THE OTHER. 
The black spot and swelling in the front of 
the body, which have helped to locate the 
bullet, have disappeared. The President is 


more cheerful. His attendants interpret the 


questions which have been characterized as 
despondent as the result rather of fatigue. 
The insertion of the drainage-tube has been 
followed by a larger discharge of healthy 
matter. There were some fears yesterday 
that the diminution in the amount of the 
discharge might indicate that the wound was 
closing, which Would be a new danger. It is 
thought that that danger is now past. 

LARGE APPLICATIONS OF ICE 
are made to prevent the wound from closing. 
The President’s venerable mother was the 
first to be notified of the tavorable change in 
his condition. The Vice-President, before 
leaving for New York to attend to some: 
private business, consulted with the 
Cabinet and Mrs. Garfield, and, on 
being thoroughly convinced that he is 
not running any risk by so doing, decided; 
upon leaving the city. Since the Vice-Presi- 
dent has been in the city, having come on 
Sunday, July 3, the day after the President 
was shot, he has left his rooms at Senator 
Jones’ house but a few times, and at each of 
those called at the Executive Mansion to see 
Mrs. Garfield. 

HE DID NOT SEE THE PRESIDENT , 
during any of his visits. No one outside of. 
Col. Rockwell and Maj. Swaim, except 
ing Mrs. Garfield, some of the chil- 
dren, and the physicians and nurses, 
have been admitted to the President’s room 


for nearly a week, and none will be until he 


has reached a condition when it will not do 
him any harm to talk. The cooling appa- 
ratus is so successful that the capacity has 
been ipereased, and the air will be used in 
the apartments occupied by Mrs. Garfield, 
and in some of the executive offices. Mrs. 
Gartield does not take time enough from the 
sick chamber to ride every day, as she has 
been directed to do by the physicians, but, 
instead, takes some exercise after sundown 
in the south White House grounds.

It is probable that, unless the President 
shall die, it will be log before Guiteau will 
be trie. Some of the best criminal lawyers 
at the Bar think it not unlikely that his trial 
will not take place until after the 4th of July, 
1882. As long as any possibility remains that 
the wound may prove mortal, the District- 
Attorney will not even prepare the case for 
the Grand Jury. It has been the common law 
that, “in order to make the killing mur- 
der, it is requisit that the victim 
die within a year and a day after the stroke 
received or cause of death administered, in 
the computation of which the whole day: 
upon which the hurt is done shall be reck- 
oned the first.“ So that, if the President be 
alive one minute after the stroke of 12, on 
the night of July 2, 1882, Guiteau will be free 
of the charge of murder. Until the physicians

insane, he will be sentenced to eight years at 
hard labor in the Penitentiary at Auburn, 
N. Y. If found guilty and insane, his case 
will be certified to the Secretary of the In- 
terior, who is required by law to make an 
order for his incarceration at the United States 
Insane Asylum, on the hights of the East- 
ern Branch, opposit those he now occupies. 
If after being sent to the asylum, Guiteau 
recovers his sanity, then, by Sec. 485, “ When 
any person confined in the Hospital for the 
Insane, charged with crime or convicted of 
crime, shali be restored to his sanity, the 
Superintendent of the Hospital shall give 
notice thereof to the Judges of the Criminal 
Court, and deliver him ‘to the Court, in 
obedience to the preper precept.”

A COMPLICATED SUICIDE.

NIAGARA FALLS, Ont., July 14.—One of 
the most complicated suicides that Niagara 
has ever chronicled has just come tw light 
through the finding of the body of Dr. E. R. 
Howle, a prominent physician of Silver 
Creek, N, Y., who was found to-day floating 
in the river in front of the American Falls 
near the spot where the body of Mrs. Sadie 
Stewart, also of Silver Creek, N. Y., was 
found Tuesday last. The Doctor's body, 
which was very much disfigured, was per- 
fectly destitute of clothing except a black 
siik necktie. Dr. Campbell examined it, 
and his opinion is the same 
as that expressed in reference to 
Mrs. Stewart: that the body had been in the 
water four or five days. The legs and arms 
were broken, and the head, hip, and sides 
badly cut, all the wounds being received after 
death. The most remarkable part of the 
tragedy, fiom information gained, is that Dr. 
Howie and Mrs. Sadie Stewart were seen at 
Niagara Falis together July 7,—the last time 
they were seen alive. Undoubtedly they 
both met their fate in the rapids from the 
same spot on the rapids road, and were 
carried over the American Falls. Chief of 
Police Doyle telegraphed to the Doctor’s 
wife, and she, with friends, arrived this eve- 
ning. Mrs. Howie told Chief Doyle that just 
before her husband left home he said he was 
to take a step Wat would never be recalled, 
and if his body was found he wished it to be 
buried in the States.

PHILOSOPHY, 


The Third Session of the Summer 
School, at Concord, Mass.—Opening 
Exercises—Lectures to Be Delivered. 
Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 
ConcorD, Mass., July 12.—It certainly 

could not be called a crowd which gathered 

yesterday morning in the Hillside Chapel, 


next to the Orchard House, formerly Mr. 


Bronson Alcott’s house, and famous as the 


spot that gave birth to Little Women, to 


commence the third session of the Summer 
School of Philosophy. The chapel, erected 


a year ago by Mrs. Elizabeth Thompson, of 


New York, has a seating capacity of 140, but 
there were not more than seventy-five per- 
sons present at the opening yesterday; and 
more than two-thirds of these were ladies. 
Yet those who were present were violently 
in earnest, pupils as well as teachers, and the 
opening exercises were of a very interesting 
character. There were seated upon the plat- 
form Ralph Waldo Emerson, E. C. Stedman, 
A. Bronson Alcott, Prof. William T. Harris, 
Dr. H. K. Jones, the Rev. Julius H. Ward, 
Dr. Elisha Mulford, Frank B. Sanborn, and 
S. H. Emery, Jr. 

The opening was made by a prayer from 
an Episvopal clergyman of Boston. Mr. 
Alcott, though he is an octogenarian, said 
that he was never younger than he was to- 
day, and his word and remarks supported the 
statement. Heextendeda hearty welcome to 
those present, and indulged in some reminis- 
cences of the school, commenting at length 
upon their loss in the death of Prof. Benja- 
min Pierce, of Harvard University. He 
complimented the ladies upon their devotion 
to the school, claiming that only through the 
union of sentiment and thought was any 
true progress possible. 

To Mr. Alcott is due in great measure the 
establishment of the school; it was his dream 
for years; but heis not by any means the 
mainstay of the school, now that it is in ex- 
istence, and he does not claim this himself. 

The event that will attract most interest 
from the outside world in yesterday morn- 
ing’s exercises was the charming poem by E. C. 
Stedman on the subject, “Corda Concordia.“ 
It contained many happy allusions to past 
and present incidents in Concord, and was 
listened to with most marked attention and 
approval. A unanimons burst of applause 
greeted its close, for which Mr. Stedman 
bowed his acknowledgements again and 
again. Mr. Stedman was present at the 
school last. year, and, though he refuses to 
be pressed into service as a lecturer, takes a 


deep interest in its welfare. His poem was 


certainly a happy addition to yesterday’s ex- 
ercises. 

Prof. William T. Harris, who has achieved 
such a great reputation as the Superintend- 
ent ef Schools in St. Louis, but whose inter- 
est in speculative philosophy has led him to 
abandon the fields of education and take up 
his residence in Concord, was the next 
speaker. He alluded to the assured perma- 
nent sucsess of the school, and dwelt with 
some satisfaction upon the fact that other 
schools of the same general nature were 
springing up elsewhere. He thought that 
these were to be regarded as fountains from 
which the world was to draw life and inspira- 
tion. This school certainly had a work to 
perform, and he hoped its sessions would be 
characterized by the greatest freedom of 
thought and liberality of opinion. He depre- 
cated antagonism, however, as destroying 
our forces without producing any result, 

Some-remarks were made by Mr. Frank B. 
Sanborn and Mr. S. H. Emery, Jr., relative 
to the conduct of the school, and the audi 
ence then adjourned,—Mr. Emerson saying 
nothing during the evening. 

The appointments of the school this sum- 
mer differ very little from those of previous 
years. Mr. Alcott, besides delivering the 
salutatory and valedictory. gives five lectures 
Life.“ Prof. Harris, 
whois by far the ablest of the lecturers, 
gives two courses, of five lectures each, upon 
Philosophical Distinctions ” and Hegel’s 
Philosophy.” The first of these came last 
night, and was truly masterlyin its treat- 
ment. He distinguished philosophy from 
opinion or 7 — observation, and ex- 
pease the difference between the miracu- 
ous and the mechanical interpretation of 
things. He is a pronounced Hegelian, 
though with an originality all his own, 
which enables him to work out new paths 
for himself. The most important lecturer 
next to Mr. Harris is Dr. H. K. Jones, of 
Jacksonville, III., who has made Plato the 
subject of his study for years. His lectures 
have not been as well received heretofore as 
those of Dr. Harris and others, and it re- 
mains to be seen whether he will 
year. He 
gives five lectures on “™ Platonic Phil- 
osophy” and five on“ Platonism in Its Re- 
lation to Modern Civilization.“ Five lectures 
are to be givenon “Greek Life and Litera- 
ture“ by Mr. DentonJ.

Fourteen Sar ago be was a slave, and in i- 
tion little better than a cvolie. His rise from 
this rank might have been a credit to him if it 
had been effected by his own powers. But he 
rose by a mere accident, and he has carried all 
tendencies of hisoriginal position with bim. In 
1836, when two of Theebau'e half-brothers, Min- 
ohn and Mingobndeing Princes. rose in rebellion 
against their father, the late King. the H poung 
von was one of the guards of the palace. 
After the rebels had killed their uncle, the War 
Prince,“ they made for the Summer Palace, a 
small building outside the stockade of the ac- 
tual Nandau. A man was stationed outside the 
Eastern Gate to kill the K whenever be made 
his appearance. Mindohn Min heard of the 
rising and straightway did as the rebels had fore- 


‘seen. Royal blood in Mandalay, however, never 


goes outside the Palace on its own legs; and 
when bis Majesty reached the gate he promptly 
umped on 
ade him carry him over. The man was so over- 
come by the royal presence, or so siavishly ac- 
customed to do what he was ordered, that he 
obeyed. When they were safe within the stock- 
ade the man stooped down to let the King dis- 
mount, and his sword feil from the folds of his 
waiet-cloth. None but the King may carry arms 
within the Nandau, and the Hpoung Woon, 
grasping the situation, snatched up the sword 
and cut the man’s headoff. Mindohn Min with 
a curious regard for this mixture of barbarity 
and rapidity of action, made the coolie’a subor- 
dinate Minister on the spot; and since then the 
n Woon has gone on distinguishing him- 
self as on this occasion. His present post was 
gained for him by his energy in the massacres 
of 1878. Theebau found in the bloodthirsty and 
remorseless Woon a willing and enthusiastic 
helper in the murder of his brothers and sisters. 
Governor lost two nights’ sleep that he 
might not miss a single item of the horrors, and 
might be assured that none of the Princes and 
Princesses were aliowed to die too easily. Nat- 
urally, he is one of Theebau's firmest sup- 
porters, for Theebau's fall would mean his own 
certain death. His squat re and repulsive 
face make him the most easily recognized o 
the court circle; and he repays the disgust of 
Englishmen by a most demonstrative hatred. 
Perhaps the most singular man at the Manda- 
lay Court is the Pangyet Woon. He is a polished 
gentieman, speaks English fairly and French 
and Italian fluently, and has consi¥erably more 
than a veneer of civilization. He took his de- 
gree at the Pantheon, obtained a diploma inthe 
Central Imperial School ot Arts and Manufact- 
ures in Paris, and was altogether nearly twelve 
monthsin Europe. Nothwithstanding his rem- 
iniscences of Mabille and the Champs Elysee, 
however, he accommodates himself very well to 
circumstances. When the young Woon return- 
ed to Mandalay, Mindohn Min nad a long 
talk with him, and finally said: “And these 
foreigners, then, have they in any of their cities 
buildings such as adorn our Royal City of Gems?’ 


Alas! your Majesty,“ he replied, the luck- 


less people have not the magnificent teak; how 
then can they hope to raise anything compara- 
ble to the meanest of your palaces? This cour- 
tier-like caution never deserts the Pangyet 
Woon. He never meddles with politics. He 
consorts a good deal with foreigners, but says it 
is merely to keep up his knowledge of thoir lan- 
guages. Doubtiess he might have a much high- 
er post: but he has enough money, and does not 
care torun the risk of trying for more. Under 
Theebau he would not care to rise. Theebau’s 
savage system cannot continue fur long. One 
may hope that the Pangyet Woon is the type of 
the modern Burmese Minister.

The projectiles used are darts, 

five to eight or nine inches in length. The Dyak 
war dart is the shortest, and is usually furnished 
with a smail metal arrowhead. lu this case the 
shaft is of light wood. The longer darts, 
ch as those used in Sumatra, are made from 

a harder and heavier wood, usually the 
long spikes taken from the — 
These are left thicker toward the —— than at 
the other end, so as to counterbalance the 
weight uf the conical piece of pith there affixed. 
This piece of pith, the broadest part of which is 
but very little less than the bore of the biow- 
tube, is absolutely necessary for the forcible 
propuision of the datt. As it does not fit the 
tube precisely, there is necessarily some escape 
of force. For this reason, when very hard 
shots are desired, a small pellét of cotton 
or other suitable fibrous material is put behind 
the dart. The great secretin making the darts 
is to insure that they balance exactiy—i. e., one 
balf must be exactly the same weight as the 
other. Under any other conditions true shoot- 
ing is impossible. In Padrang, Sumatra, I was 
much astonished to meet a man using tor very 
mall birds darts constructed out of cocoanut- 
tree leaves. He took a spike of the leaf, and 
cut off a piece about five inches long. The stalk 
of this he denuded of, all leaf except one piece 
au inch and a half long on one side, the result 
being an article having the shape of a quiil- pen. 
The inch and a half fragment of leaf that re- 
mained was curled round to allow of its admit- 
tance into the bilow-tube. When we remember 
that it was a green leaf, we can form an idea of 
the force with which the darts are propelled to 
kill. For my particular amusement the sports- 
man, who was laden witha supply of at least 
300 darts, shot one of these palmleaf projectiles 
over some water, and I —— that the 
range was well over eighty yards. The initial 
velocity was so great that the dart could not be 
seen for the first twenty-five yards. The great- 
est adepts with the sumpitan, especially at the 
present day, when its use is so surely dy out, 
are undoubtedly the Dyaks. From what I have 
heard, and from what 1 know from my own ob- 
servation, a Dyak would shoot a dart 150 yards 
to acertainty; and I should not care to bet very 
much against 200 yards being accomplisaed by 
picked men. This statement may savor of the 
traveler order, but I fancy most Bornean 
tra velers will agree with me. The small dart is, 
of course, not sufficient of itself to take human 
life, butthe Dyaks ison their projectiles in 
warfare, when a slight wound anywhere is all 
that is necessary. r. Paul, who was some years 
in Borneo with Sir James Brooke, told me that 
he once saw a Dyak who puttwo darts into a 
sumpitan, one behind the other, and by some in- 
explicable means shot out the front one first, 
and followed with the other after an interval. 
This man was doub 
among the Dyaks. Precision with the blow-tube 
is, as with every other weapon, a mere matter of 
practice. In shooting small birds out of trees 
for collecting purposes, for which service I rec- 
ommend the use of the blow-tube, the range 
would never be very great. A bird twenty feet 
high in a tree is pretty high, considering that it 
is fa the lower, full-leaved trees that the birds 
con te, in preference to the higher ones. 


At this distance a little practice will make it a 
xeertainty that the bird will be hit. If not killed 


t, the long dart will of itself be suffi- 
ciently cumbersome to prevent the bird fiying 
very far. As a rule, che quarry is transfixed, 
when of course it isa case. I give twenty feet 
because I always Uke to be on the safe side in 
these matters, but I. myseif, would certainly un- 
dertaxe to hit four times out of six at twice the 
hight. I have frequently proved tnis by bring- 
ing down tiny birds out of the betei-nut pala. 
Your readers will notice that 1 speak of 
“hight,” and not distance.“ Shooting up into 
a tree and shooting at an object upon the ground 
are two different matters when the 1 ogg eo is 
a long dart, likely to be affected b least 
wind. But still, at thirty feet small birds shouid 
not escape Vv often from horizontal shots. 
For very tiny birds, clay balis may be used; but, 
from the fact that they never can fit the barrel 
properly, they are not so sure as the dart.

LAND LEAGUE. 


What It Is Doing. 
New York Tribune, July . 
The Land-League movement in this coun- 


try still continues, although so quietly now 


that little is known of its affairs outside of 


the circles of the League itself. There have 


been rumors of late of a division, but the 
leaders deny that there is any except the 
nominal one, existing from the first and 
forming the two branches,—the Irish Na- 


tional Land League and the Parnell Land 


League. It is said that the dividing line was 


drawn by a difference of opinion regarding 


the method of sending remittances to the 
Leagues on the other side. The 
N remits 
to the ‘Treasurer, Patrick 
Eagan, whose headquarters are at Paris. 
But the Parnellites appparently have a lack 


of confidence either in Treasurer Eagan’s 


financial ability or his integrity; some even 
go so far as to say that he rolls in luxury at 
the French Capitol, although his income is 
ratively small. ‘They send their relief 
funds, therefor, through Father Walsh ta a 
branch league at Boston, which in turn f 

wards them to Europe. It 1s asserted, how- 


ever, that, after all, this money reaches the 


luxurious Eagan, to whom Parisian life is so 


enjoyable.

A correspondent of the London Standard at 
Varria has bad an interview with Prince Alex- 
ander at Moalteley, a few miles from Varna. 
The Prince says: 0 

I never wished to become the Prince of Bul- 
garia. On the day of my election I saidto the 
Emperor William, ‘I shall not accept the posi- 
tion.’ I had read the half republican Constitu- 
tion which it was proposed to confer upon 
Principality. Iknew the man who drew it up, 
and I knew what to expect from Prince Doudou- 
koff Korsakoff. I therefore declined the offer,

THE QUESTION OF THE P ENT'S 
DISABILITY. , 

Some discussion is going on relative to the 

constitutional provision which defines the 

conditions under which the Vice-President 

shall assume the Presidential chair. The 
language of the Constitution is: 


In case of the removal of the President from 
office, or of his death, resignation, or inability to 
discharge the powers and duties of the said 
— „the same shall devolve on the V 

nt. 


So far as this discussion is suggested by 
the omission to specify what shall constitute 
“inability,” and prompted by a desire that 
such condition shall be so defined by law 
that there may be no doubt when the Vice- 
President shall assume the duties of the 
Presidential office, there is no objection to 
the consideration of the subject. But if this 
discussion was started with any design to 
construe the present condition of President 
Garfield:as one of “ inability,” and to provide 
the Vice-President with an opportunity to 
exercise the executive functions, it is at once 
unnecessary and indecorous. 

The indefinitness of the Constitution as to 
“inability”? is only perplexing because no 
authority is provided to determine when 
that condition exists. If the Cabinet had a 
constitutional recognition and were trusted 
with passing upon and determining the ques- 
tion ot inability when the-emergency should 
arise, or if the Supreme Court were author- 
ized to decide in such case, there would be 
no reason to apprehend confusion or con- 
flict. “There has been an effort to trace a 
resemblance between any emergency that 
might come up in this country and the dis- 
ability of George LIL when his mind became 
disordered in consequence, as Was believed, 
of the loss of the American Colonies. There 
is, however, no chance for comparison 
between the two cases. There was no ques- 
tion as to the temporary derangement of 
George IIL's mind and his incapacity to 
perform the executive duties, but there was 
a dispute as to the succession to the throne 
under such acondition. One faction con- 
tended that the Prince of Wales was entitled 
to exercise the Royal power, and another 
faction insisted that Parliament had the right 


Pres- 


‘to designate a Regency. In the case of such 


“inability” of the President of the United 
States as would warrant or demand the 
placement of the executive power in other 
hands there would be no doubt as to the suc- 
ceSsion, because the Constitution names the 
Vice-President as the person upon whom the 
responsibilities of the office shall devolve. 
The chief trouble is that nobody, unless it is 
the Vice-President himself, can undertake to 
decide when there is such “ inability” as re- 
quires that some one besides the President 
shall exercise the duties of the office, and it 
is easy to understand that, if the discretion 
were intrugted to the Vice-President alone, 
circumstanées might arise which would lead 
to a serious vonfliet of authority. 

The present condition of President Garfield 
does not presenta ease where anybody in 
his right mind and governed by honest pur- 
poses would suggest that the Vice-President 
should become the Chief Executive. The 
eonnection in which the word “inability “ is 
used in the Constitution plainly indicates an 
intention that such inability should be of a 
total permanent character. The other 
three conditions with which“ “ inability ’” is 
associated are removal, death, and resigna- 
tion,—all of them absolute eliminations from 
the office, Inability cannot reasonably be 
construgd to mean temporary disablement in 
any case. If President Garfield had fallen 
sick of a fever and were thus incapacitated 
from attending to the duties of his office for 
‘several Weeks, no one would have thought 


of suggesting such a misfortune as a proper 


condition for calling upon the Vice-President 


| 


dent, if well, could safely quit Washington 
for a couple of months for recreation or com- 
fort, and there is no probability that an) 
emergency will arise during his prostration 
which shall require any exercise of the ex- 
ecutive power which cannot be lawfully 
undertaken by the Cabinet and heads of De- 
partments. 

We are not disposed to believe that Vice- 
President Arthur has assented to the agita- 
tion of this matter with reference to his own 
succession to the Presidency during the life 
of the President, even though it is ramored 
that Conkling has gone to Washington 
to busy himself about it. The circum- 
stances under which the President was 
stricken down were of a character which 
would deter even so desperate a marplot as 
Conkling from any effort to obtain posses- 
sion of executive power on the pretext of 
the President's “inability.”” At the same 
time, the suggestion of such a purpose 
should warn Congress to improve the first 
occasion for providing by law in what man- 
ner and by what authority the constitutional 
“inability”? shall be determined, in order to 
protect the Presidential office from possible 
intrigues. Congress has manifestly the 
power to define the “inability” which shall 
incapacitate the President and confer his 
office upon the Vice-President, and it will be 


“prudent to impose certain limitations and 


restraints upon a transient occupation of the 


the President. 


THE AUDACITY OF A SPOILS ORGAN, 

Idiocy is a misfortune, but malignity isa 
moral crime, for it presupposes the cultiva- 
tion and indulgence of a devilish spirit. The 
threats of a renewal of the war upon the 
President in the event of his recovery by 
the Chicago Conkling organ are the product 
of equal parts of idiocy and malignity, for 
none but an idiot could hope to wage a suc- 
cessful war against President Garfield, re- 
stored to health, without excellent cause, and 
none but a mafiznant would hint at a renew- 
al of the factional] fight against the President 
while his life still ‘trembles in the balance. 
Says the organ: 

The le have given him [the President] all 
the affection and sympathy at their command, 
and, in return, they ask ouly that be take care 
of himseif and get well as soon as possible. 
With the President's life in danger, a truce was 
prociaimed, and, except by a few bushwhackers 
and marauders, this has been maintained. Under 
the conditions of our political life this truce cannot 
last many weeks, but it has been boped that out 
of the tempurary peace would come a spirit that 
would have for all time a wholesome intiuence 
in politics. Whether this hope is to be realized 
or not depends much on the people themselves; 
but much also depends on the influence Garfield 
will be able to exerton Ue peope during his con- 
val esce nce. 


This is in effect saying: “‘ Mr. President, 
we have given you ali the affection and sym- 
pathy we could afford; we have refrained 
from abusing you while you lay at death’s 
door; we have kept the truce, but ‘this truce 
cannot last many weeks.“ Under the condi- 
tions of our political life’ the factional fight 
must be renewed, unless you ipdicate-a pur- 
pose to-change your course. While you are 
still prostrate, weak, and physically helpless, 
during your convalescence, we insist that you 
should give us some assurance that you are 
sorry for the nomination of Judge Robert- 
son, that you regret the resignation of Conk- 
ling and hope for his return to the United 
States Senate.” Thisis as plainly the pur- 
port of the spoils organ’s article as if it had 
been expressed in the words we have used. 
Indeed, the article goes much further, actual- 
ly pointing’out a contingency in which the 
convalescence of the President will not only 
not be agreeabie to the organ, but insinuating 
that it will take care that such convalescence 
shall not be agreeable to the President him- 
self! The organ says: 


The maguificent spectacie of the uprising of 
the people when President Garfieid was shot was 
marred by a few exbibitions of personal bitter- 
ness. So the general effect of the Presideut’s 
convalescence may be «isturbed by those who 
conceive that wanton disreguréof his wishes is 
a kindness to him and a service to the party. 
But it is scarcely possible that. these over- ofli-

rection. If they do not, Use President's convates- 
cence will be delightful to himself and to the peuple. 


Here is an unmistakable Conkling threat 
that, if those who have supported his Ad- 
ministration shall continue to have the ear 
of the President and shall continue to have 
influence with him, those who have opposed 
his Adininistration will see to it that his con- 
valescence shall be neither “delightful to 
himself” nor “to the people,” meaning by 
“the people”? those who support Roscoe 
Conkling. j 

The paragraph quoted, without regard to 


its context, is susceptible of no other inter- 


pretation. But another séntence in the same 
article confirms the correctness of this inter- 
pretation: The President's condition is an 
eloquent silent protest against any renewal 
of strife, but it does not cut off discussion, or 
prevent the expression of opinion.”’ Here is 
a proclamation to the effect that the organ 
will renew the fight on the President during 
his convalescence, unless, meantime, he shall 
take the earliest opportunity to tender the 
assurances of his. proposed surrender to Mr. 
Conkling and his thirty-two supporters in the 
New York Assembly. 

As before remarked, this audacity is eom- 
posed of equal parts of idiocy and malignity. 
The only contest thera has been in the Re- 
publican party since the inauguration of 
President Garfield was made by Mr. Conk- 
ling, and that gentleman is now politically 
dead; nobody in his senses suspects the Pres- 
dent of a desire to make war upon a ruined 
politician, utterly without power to return 
the blows of the most popular man in the 
country. It is equally true that no one but 
a malignant scoundrel would threaten the 
President, while still lying prostrate from 
the effects of a shot fired by a would-be as- 
sasin, with his vengeance, unless, with the 
first breath of convalescence, he should hum- 
bly offer to surrender to the unreasonable 
demands of an always insignificant and now 
utterly powerless foe. The organ which so 
mouths, and rants, and affronts decency and 
common sense is the embodiment of the 
audacity and imbecility of the dying spoils 
system.

THE DEMOCRATIC PARrY AND THE 
SPOILS SYSTEM. 

Many Democratic newspapers and leaders 
have attempted to make political capital in- 
directly out of the assasination of the Presi- 
dent by urging the trite moral of the necés- 
sity for a reformed Civil Service. What 
they have to say of the responsibility of the 
spoils system for the attempt on the Presi- 
dent’s life is entirely true, but it is difficult 
to see how it can be turned to the advantage 
of the Democratic party. 

The chief obstacle to àa reform of the Civil 
Service hitherto has been that the Democrats 
as a party have thrown all their influence on 
the side of the spoils-seekers. They are, 
indeed, par excellence, spoils-hunters them- 
selves, They were the progenitors of the 
system; and for fifty years have continued 
and practiced it when and wherever they 
have control. William L. Marcy and Andrew 
Jackson invented the spoils system,—one of 
them the phrase and the other the thing. 
They bequeathed it as an evil legacy to suc- 
ceeding generations of Democrats, and it was 
finally accepted by both parties as a rule of 
faith and practice. 

After the War the system was modified to 
some extent by circumstances. The long 
continuance of the Republican party in

a demand was créated for a permanent 
tenure of office duking good behavior. A 
sincere and well-directed effort to adopt such 
a rule was made in 1869 and 1870; and it 
would unquestionably have been successful 
if it had had the support of even a small 
number of Democrats. But the reformers in 
the Republican party were unable to over- 
come both the solid Democ ratic party massed 
in their front and the fire of Republican 
guerrillas stationed in che rear. The attempt 
at reform had to be abandoned. The Demo- 
crats were then and have been since more 
responsible for its failure than any other 
class of citizens, 

They not only coughed and sneezed it down 
in 1800 and 1870, but they permitted the 
whole subject to slumber peacefully while 
they were jin the majority in Congress; end 
they refused to adopt a Civil-Serviee resolu- 
tion in the Democratic National platform of 
1880, It was generally known in the last 
campaign that they were opposed to reform, 
ora tenure during good behavior, and ‘many 
of their speakers denounced that idea as un- 
American” on the stump. Their whole 
campaign was a gigantic raid on the Federal 
offices, and it was well-understood that, in 
case of their success, the Government would 
be revolutionized from top to bottom. From 
the Cabinet officers to the scrub-women in 
the Capitol not a soul would have been left 
in office to tell the story, if the Democratic 
simoom had struck the Civil Service on the 4th 
of March last. 

It was within the power of the Democratic 
party, during the six years it had controPof 
one or both Houses of Congress, to ac- 
complish a reform of the Civil Service. But 
we are pot informed that any measure look- 
ing to thatend was favorably considered in 
either House during the whole period of 
Democratic rule. The members of that party 
only began to be clamorous for sucha re- 
form after the election, when they had lost 
not only the executive offices which they 
hoped to possess, but even the slender pat- 
ronage which attached tothe Congress. But 
it is not too late to test the sincerity of Dem- 


ocratic professions concerning the Civil 


Service. If they are honestly disposed to 
make the tenure of office permanent during 
good behavior for all subordinate officials, 
they will find the Republican party ready to 
meet them more than half-way, 
or nine-tenths of the Republicans are in 
favor of taking all the subordinate offices 
out of the muck and mire of politics. If the 
Democrats will join them in such a move- 
ment the rampant, spoils-seeking faction in 
the Republican party will be crushed out of 
existence. 

It does not become Democrats to complajn 
of the Civil Service. Such as it is, it is in- 
finitly better, purer, more efficient, and eco- 
nomical thay it was under any Democratic 
Administration from Jackson to Buchanan; 
and its failure to be better is entirely due to 
Democratic obstinacy, penuriousness, and 
appetite for the spoils of office, The Civil 
Service is one thing: the spoils system is an- 
other, The former has remained compar- 
atively pure in spite of the latter. The 
President was struck down for resisting the 
spoils system, not for yieldingtoit. The dif- 
ference between the Civil Service under Re- 
publican rule from the same service under 
Democratic direction is that the former has 
detected, exposed, and punisned its own 
wrong-doing, while the latter, as in the case 
of Swarthout, onty caught thieves by acci- 
dent and let them go by design.

It is now evident that Gov. Foster, of Ohio, 
mast make his campaign against the influ- 
ences of Bourbonism on the one hand and of 
coercive-teetotalism on the other.

It was 
almost confessed that Book walter’s strength 
rested upon his barrel,“ which had been 
opened before the Convention met, and which 
promised lavish. contributions during the 
progress of the campaign. 

The idea of the Democrats attaching them- 
selves to an ex- Republican, a goody-goody 
candidate, is rather amusing, and not the less 
so because they have become thoroughly dis- 
gusted with their Cincinnati Mayor, since he 
is ina sort ot way.fulfilling certain pledges of 
Sunday and liguor reforms which he made 
before election. Nevertheless, they are will- 
ing to avail themselves of Mr. Bookwalter’s 
negative reputation, and to spend his money 
freely during the next two months and a

The Democratic hope of achieving success 
through the corrupt use of money is only

to me as We stepped aboard the Southern Pa- 
cific overland train as it pulled off trom Caba- 
zon. “Do you see that snow-capped mountain 
over there? We shall go around that. and 
before we have traveled many miles farther, 
the very heart of the desert will be reached. 
Button up your duster, put your car-window 
down, and protect your eyes from the sand 
and in a few hours the ride will be over.“ 
We were now 575 miles from San Fran- 
cisco, and stilla good 150 miles from the 
crossing of the Colorado River at 
% * mountains seemed now 
n about us. The landscape 
became iull of the erumbling wrecks of 
past ages, and the air grew hotter and more 
oppressive. In less than half an hour we 
had gone nine miles, and were at White 
Water, near which station a small creek 


- makes its way through the dry and thirsty 


land. In this distance we had descended 
658 feet, and were now only 1,126 feet above 
the level of the sea. On our right and left 
the mountains faded away like shadowy 
sentinels on the horizon, while in front was 
ethe hot and scorching basin,—a silent, lifeless 
monotone of russet-gray. To every traveler 
the Colorado Desert is an awe-inspiring land. 
Sahara or the valley of the Lower Jordan is 
not more unsuited for human habitation: 
while the stories of its extent, its giant eactt 


mirages, its caravans 
buried by sand-storms, or wurdered 
by Indians, are not less fascinating 
than Stanley’s famous explorationsin Africa, 
or the fairy tales of the Black Forest and the 
Rhine. 

BELOW THE LEVEL. OF THE SEA. 

We were descending rapidly. In seven 
miles from White Water we had gone down 
51 feet more; and twenty miles further we 
were on a level with the water. The ther- 
mometers at the stations marked 110 degrees 
in the shade. Every window and door in the 
cars was opened, every man took off his 
coat, ami, to counteract the effects of the 
drifting sand and heat, a multitude of de- 
vices were ailempted. The train seemed to 
run on a track of velvet. 
a howling wilderness of rock,—an unfinished 
reali which needed to be ground over once 
again by the millstones of thy mighty gla- 
ciers, and furrowed and made musical 
by rivers, and rilis, and springs. At Indio, 
thirty-six miles from Cabazon, we were 
twenty feet below sea-level; at, Walters, thir- 
teen miles farther on, the depression was 185 
feet; and, at Frink’s Springs, 260 feet. Eleven 
miles east ot Walters the depression was 3 
feet; and and not far from the road the low- 
est point of the desert was 287 feet below the 
level of the Pacific. ‘ 

The entire length of this remarkable de- 
pression in which the train was now run- 
ning is about 150 miles, with a width of 
from ten to fifty miles. It has often been 


dying of thirst, 


but, if the statement of Dr. Lenz in a recent 
lecture be true, then the natural features of 
the two great viains are a!together different. 
The African desert is really a great plateau, 
about 1,100 feet above the level of the Atlan- 
tic. In no part of this platean is there to be 
found that depression below the level of the 
ocean which is shown on the maps of 
certain geographers, and which has led to 
wild schemes of converting the Sahara into 
a great iniand sea. Moreover, the desert is 
notone dead, sandy level, but is greatly 


varied in its aspect. Rocks are succeeded 


by sandy plains; here and there are oases 
covered with alfa grass; and even stagnant, 
shallow sheets of water are found. ‘The 
fresh-water fossils which are met within 
many parts show that the bottom is not that 
of a dried-up sea; and again, the temperature 
is not nearly ag hot as might be expected. 
In short, the desert is not so bad as it has 
been called. : 
LIFE ON THE DESERT. 

It the above be the characteristics of the 
Sahara, then it is much less a desert 
than the famous one of Southern 
California. No pen can describe the 
utter desolation of this region. For 
many miles not a shrub, or even blade 
of grass, is.seen; at other times, palm-trees, 
various fortis of cacti, the mesquite-tree, and 
sage-brush eke out a sickly existence. In 
many places the vegetation seems to live on 
alr.- The giant cactus often grows and flour- 
ishes with its roots mostly exposed, or grow- 
ung down into the crevices of the rocks, 
where decomposed sandstone or gravel is the 
only soil. In this situation the plant appears 
strong and healthy, and, with the paim, is 
sometimes fifty or sixty feet in hight. Where 
water ean be obtained on the desert, fine 
crops of grain, vegetables, and fruits can be 
raised; and, even where irrigation.is impos- 
sibte, the culture of the yucca and date-palm 
is somefimes rendered profitable. Growing 
of dates is a success on the deserts of Asia 
and Africa, and the value of the ghostly 
—— in paper-making has long been estab- 
ished. 

The animal life of the Colorado Desert is 
scarcely more varied than the vegetable. 
Coyotes, hares, and rabbiis are the largest 
animals; but chipmonks, gophers, and moles 
are the most abundant. arge flocks of 

uail are also found in the vicinity of sur- 
face-water, and mocking and humming birds 
are often seen. The lizards serve as food 
for the.ravens and crows; and rattlesnakes, 
tarantulas, and toads everywhere abound. 
A species of tortoise grows to the weight of 
twenty-five pounds, and the meat of this is 
considered a great delicacy among the In- 


dians. 
CLIMATIC EFFECTS.

ing region of Arizoua are water and moist- 
ure. On the eastern slope of the low range 
of mountains that separate this basin from 

Arizona, all is dry and barren, as in the basin 

itself; the heat is intolerable, and no vegeta- 

tion is possible. The introduction of this great 
body of water would change the whole face 

of things. It would induce cool and tempering 
winds to blew over and form clouds to 

moisten the parched and arid plains, The 

canal should be made deep and wide enough 

to admit suen yessels and steamers as 
sail on he. Another result of creat- 
ing this inland sea would be to develop set- 
tlements around its borders, where there is 
nothing to be seen now but the barren sand 
and sage-brush. The one grand desideratum 
is rain, that will make vegetation and life 
possivie; and this can oui be obtained by 

flooding this vast basin with the waters of 
the Gulf of California. In short, it would 
make the whole surrounding country to bios- 
som like a rose.“ 

As the traveler passes over this desert- 
region, he cannot fail to be impressed with 
its dreariness and desolation. Riding below 
the level of the sea for more than sixty miles, 
oue sees only a land of 3 terror, aud 
many secrets. Here men have died ia hunt- 
ing for legendary mines: they have been 
choked by storms of sand, and haunted by 
the ghosts of an unfinished realm. Here 
are no trees to shelter the caravan on 
its weary journey, noivy clinging to crumb- 
ling walls, no roses blooming and scenting 
the air witha delightful fragrance. Here 
are no cities, no gardens, no homes to wel- 
come the pioneer; but on every side is a 
wild and deserted region, yet replete with 
curious *ontrasts ceaseless suggestions. 
In future years, when the Southern over- 
land route is more popular with travelers 
from Ca if erna and the East, when more 
land has b-en reclaimed and more mineral 
wealth has been found, then the region of 
the San Joaquin will be no more renowned 
for its wheat-ticids and stretch of level plain 
than the Colorado Desert for its wild and 
unearthly scetiery, its mirages, and its homes 
secured to their possessors by years of un- 
remitting toil and self-denial, A. R. W. 


TERMS IN THE BULLETINS. 


What Everybody Kuows, but May Be 
Pleased to Bead Again. 
Phidade¢i phia Ledger. 

Some readers of the bulletins from the 
White House are finding technical terms 
somewhat new to them, and also the details 
of medical processes relating to symptoms 
with which they are but imperfectly 
acquainted.

‘The 
President’s temperature has risen several 
timgs to 101.9 degrees, or nearly 3.5 degrees 
above the normal or natural. In Asiatic 
cholera, the temperature sometimes sinks as 
low as 77 rees, when even the breath of 
the patient feels cold.

EXPRESS VS. RATLROAD. 

LirtrLe Rock, Ark., July 14.—Judge 
George W. McCrary, of the United States 
Circuit Court, has just rendered an im- 
portant decision on the rights of express 
companies. Suit was brought by the South- 
ern Express Company to restrain the Iron 
Mountain Railroad from charging com- 
plainants higher rates on express matter 


than its charges for similar express matter 


received from or delivered to itself or the 
-Pacific Express Company; also from dis- 
‘criminating against the plaintiff in favor of 
itself or any other express company or per- 
son in the matter of rates. A temporary in- 
junction was granted, which respondents 
prayed dissolved. Bo consent the case was 
submitted to Judge MeCrary, whose decision 
was to-day made public. The following is a 


synopsis: 

First—A railroad company is quasi-public 
property, and bound by the laws regulating 
the powers and duties of common carriers, 
persons, and property. 

Second—It is the duty of such company as 
a public servant to ‘receive and carry goods 
for all persons alike, without injurious dis- 
crimination as to ratesor terms. 

Third—The business of expressage has 
grown into a public necessity. It is the 
means wuereby an article of great value may 
be carried over long distances with certainty, 
safety, and celerity, being placed in the hands 
of aspecial messenger, who is to have the 
charge and care of them en route. Railroad 
companies must, in common with the public, 
recognize the necessity for this mode of 
transportation, and must carry en- 
press kages and a messenger in 
charge thereof for, all express companies 
that apply on the same terms, unless excused 
by the fact that so many apply it is impossi- 
ble to accommedate all. a state of things not 
likely to occur. If it be said this is givi 
to express companies privileges not afforded 
to other shippers, the answer is that the na- 

tive express business makes special facilities 
for its transaction necessary, and the case is, 
therefore, properly excep<ional. siete 

Fourth—Ilt is not necessary now to deter- 
mine whether a railroad company may, un- 
der its charter, engage in the express busi- 
ness and unde e to rry and deliver 
packages beyond its line. Enough for the 
present to say that, if it s the right 
to engage in business at all, it must do so 
upon terms of n with all other 
express companies, the court will see 
that it does not take to itself any privileges 
it does not extend to complainant. 

The motion to dissolve the injunction is 
overruled in consequence. 

Judge McCrary said: The railroad com- 
pany is bound to . for the express com- 
pany, for a reasonable compensation, and 
list not discriminate against it. A Court 
of Chancery has power to decree a coin- 

liance with this wholesome regulation. 

This court cannot for a moment sanction the 
proposition that a railroad company may, by 
extortion or unjust discrimination, exclude 
an express company from the right to con- 
duct its busine:s upon the railroad. I am 
not prepared now to fix maximum rates to be 
— for the transportation of express 
matter, but I have no doubt of the power 
of a court. after investigation, to do 
so. An order for this purpose should 
not as a rule be made until after a reference 
to a Master and report by him after hearing. 
For the present. the alunction herein be- 
fore allowed will be modified so as to enjoin 
and restrain respondent from charging com- 
plainant for the transportation of express 
matter, including closed packages, more than 
a fair and reasonable rate, such charges in no 
case to exceed the rate charged on similar 
express matter to itself or to any other ex- 
press company, er for similar express matter 
received from of delivered to 
Mountain & Southern Railroad Company Ex- 
press or Pacific Express.“ 


THE TRUNK-LINE TROUBLES. 
NEW York, July 14.—The Post’s financial 
article says: “Speculative markets at the 
Stock Exchance are somewhat higher than 
yesterday, although still rather feverish. 
Whatever improvement there is is due to 
the reports from Chicago that the troubles in 
the Southwestern pool have been adjusted, 
and that the preliminary work for bringing 
the trunk-line managers back to their re- 
spective obligations, or to a new compact, 
have been begun. It is, of course, safe to 
assume that the trunk-line differences will 
be settled sooner or later, but, so far as we 
can ascertain from those whose o pinion 
is worth much on this subject, it is 
not now known whether the settlement 
will be within a week or sixty days hence, or 
during the intermediate time. Several of 
the lines are known to be making contracts 
at very low rates, supposably for the pur- 

se, when the trunk-line pools are reorgan- 
zed, of obtaining an increase on the per- 
centage of pool business, they resting 
their claim for increase on the tonnage 
which they have carried. This kind of pro- 
ceeding naturally complicates difficulties and 
makes them more difficuit of final adjust- 
ment, as the game, so to speak, is understood 
by all lines.

THE CAIRO & Sr. LOUIS SOLD.

The road 
defaulted in the payment of interest 
almost from the time the mortgage was 
given, so that judgment was given when

FAIRFIELD, Ia., July 14.—The following 
lowa crop prospects from the monthly crop 
report for July are prepared by John R. 
Shaffer, Secretary of the State Agricultural 
Society. One hundred is the basis of com-

parison. The general average is given: 


Corn—Ninety-seven counties, representing 
784 townships, place theaverage condition of 
the crop at 77 per cent, about 4 per cent de- 
crease of crop since June 15. Heavy rains, 
winds, dnd hail-storms have reduced pros- 
pects; wire and cut worms still at work, and 
many acresare worthless for want of cultiva- 
tion caused by excessive wet weather. ‘The 
decrease in product compared with the 
previous year is estimated at 60,000,000 
bushels. | 

Broom-Corn—Sixty-one counties, represent- 
ing 123 townships, give the average condition 
at 74 per cent, a decrease of 10 per cent since 
the June report. 

Winter Wheat—Sixfy-three counties, rep- 
sénting 267 townships, place the average con- 
dition at 55 per cent, a decrease of 32 per cent 
in one month. Many acres were plowed 
up, being winter-killed. Chinch-bugs and 
rust have been fatal to the crop. 

Spring Wheat—Seven hundred and twenty- 
four townships in eighty-eight counties give 
the avérage conditionof crop at 71 per cent, a 
decrease of 16 per cent since the June report. 
The loss is attributed to chinch-bugs, rust, 
wind and hail storms, and much of itis on 
the ground. Many acres are reported not 
worth harvesting. Des Moines County re- 

rts the lowest average, 18 per cent. The 
lighest average,—Hancock and Kossuth 
Counties,—100 per cent. Basing an estimate 
on these figures compared with the crop of 
the previous year and there will be a deficit 
in product of 17,000,000 bushels. 

upring Barley—Eighty counties, from 336 
townships, report the condition at 8 per 
cent. 

Winter Bariey—Only fourteen counties 
and townships report the condition of this 
crop, Which is 724 per cent. 

Oats—Ninety-seven counties, represented 
by 7383 townships, places the average condi- 
tion at 92 per cent, a decrease of only 1 per 
cent. Some complaint of rust and lodging. 

Flax—Five hundred and ten townships re- 
porting, from eighty-nine counties, give the 
average condition at 99 3 cent, an increased 
prospect in product of 9 per cent over the 
previous report. The area has been largely 
extended, and the crop promises to give 
better results than most any gather grown. 

Sorghum, or Amber . Corn—Ninety-two 
counties, represented by 577 townships, 
place the average condition at 81 per cent. 

Irish Potatoes—Ninety-seven counties, 
from 777 townships, place the condition at % 
percent. Some, complaint of bugs injuring 
crop prospects. 

Sweet Potatoes — Sixty-seven counties, 
from 304 townships, give the condition at 
Si per cent. 

Spring Rye—Fifty-four couaties, represent- 
ing eighty-six townships, give the average 
condition at 874 per cent. 

Winter Rye—Ninety-four counties, repre- 
senting 581 townships, give the average con- 
dition at 85 per cent. | 

Apples—Ninety-four counties, reporting 
from 702 townships, give the condition at 
544% percent. Upon the whole the State 
will not produce a half crop. 

Peaches—The yield will not exceed one- 
fourth a crop. 

Pears—Fifty-six counties, reporting from 
120 township ive the condition at 42 per 
cent. Trees blighted and winter-killed. 

Plums—Ninety-four counties report the 
condition at 604¢ per cent, represented by 551 
townships. 

Cherries—Ninety-two counties, from 502 
townships, give e average condition at 40 
per cent. 

Grapes—Six hundred and sixty-eight town- 
ships in 2 counties give the aver- 
age condition at 85. per cent. 

Berries—The average yield of currants is 
reported at 91 per cent; raspberries, 9% per 
cent; strawberries, 83 per cent; and goose- 
berries, 83 per cent. 

Meadows—Ninety-four counties, from 756 
townships reporting upon condition, give 
the average as 96 per cent; pastures, ninety- 
four counties from 732 townships, place the 
—— condition ata fraction over 100 per 
cent. 

Tobacco—One hundred and two townships 
in fifty-six counties give the average condi- 
tion of crop at 87 per cent.

OBITUARY: 


MARTIN ANDREWS. 

The funeral of the Jate Martin Andrews, a 
prominent real-estate man of this city, took 
place yesterday afternoon from Grace Epis- 
cosal Church, corner of Wabash avenue and 
Sixteenth street. The remains were con- 
veyed from the late residence of the de- 
ceased, 1201 Wabash avenue, toGrace Church 
at 4o’clock. Arrived at the sacred edifice, 
the coffin was borné to the chancel, the Rev. 
Clinton Locke, D. D., in his clerical robes, 
going before and reading from the impressive 
ritual of the Episcopal Church beginning I 
am the resurrection and the life,” the organ 
meanwhile giving out a solemn strain so 
subdued as just to be heard above the 
voice of the minister. The re 
sponses to Lord, let me know 


my end,“ were beautifully chanted by the 


quartet choir of Grace Church, who during 
the service also sang Jesus, Lover of My 
Soul,” and Lead, Kindly Light.“ The 
exercises consisted simply of the funeral 
service, upon the conclusion of which the 
body was takén to Graceland for burial. 
The following gentlemen were the pall- 
bearers, although Judge Dunlevy was re- 
lieved by the Rev. Henry G. Perry: William 
G. Hibbard, J. McGregor Adams, Tracy Lay, 
John A. Yale, Judge Dunlevy, and Albert 
L. Coe. Among the well-known citizens 
present there were:

Le Duc, Albert Hayden, Gen. Crafts J. 
Wri ht, Franklin Mae Veagh, the Rev. Arthur 
Ritchie, W. K. Nixon, John Crerar, Edwin 
Walker, Fred S. Winston, and M. G. Nixon. 

Martin Andrews was born at Steubenville, 
O., in December, 1828, and was consequently 
in the 53d year of his age. His father 
was Dr. John Andrews, a Columbus (0.) 
physician of excellent repute, who after 
wards became widely known in financial cir- 
cles, and achieved a fortune as the President 
of the State Bank of Ohio, an institution of 
cominanding influence during the palmy days 
of State bank The subject of this 
sketch Meeived a liberal education, and was 
gradu at Kenyon College, Onio, in the 
class of 1848. Rutherford B. Hayes 
was a college mate and warm friend 
of Mr. Andrews, and among his 
classmates were Gen. Le Duc and W. K. 
Rogers, private secretary to ex-President 
Ilayes, and whose wife is a sister of Mr. 
Andrews. Having completed his college 
curriculum, Mr. Andrews took a thorough 
course of study at the Harvard Law School 
‘after which he entered upon the practice of 
Eis profession in nis native town. In 1852 
Mr. Andrews married Caroline Wolcott, 
whose family was conspicuously identified 
with commercial and political affairs in 
Ohio. Mr. Andrews continued the practice 
of law in Steubenville for about a dozen 
years, during which time he won considera- 
ble success. While in Ohio he num- 
bered 2 his intimate and per- 
sonal friends Edwin Stanton, 
afterwards Secretary of War under Presi- 
dent Lincoln, the McCooks, whose well- 
known military proclivities earned for them 
the title of the fighting McCooks,’’ and the 
Mc Dowells, who figured prominently in the 
late Civil War. 

Early in his professional career Mr. An- 
drews became the victim of au asthmatic 
trouble, which assumed such serious pro- 
portions that he was compelled to seek a 
more favorable climate than that afforded by 
the State of Ohio. He accordingly, in 1864, 
sought relief in Minnesota, whose air was 
at that time considered a specific for 
all disorders of the respiratory apparatus. 
The change did not prove at all favorable, 
and Mr. Andrews in 1865 came to Chicago, 
where he experienced such a measure of re- 


lief that he concluded to search no further 
Upon his ar- 


fora more congenial clime. 
rival here Mr. Andrews, with a foresight 
that proved to be well founded, was satisfied 
that an era of great activity in real estate 
was in store for Chicago. His ill-health not 
permitting him to follow his profession with 
satisfaction to himself, Mr. Andrews deter- 
mined to engage in the real-estate business, a 
step he was admirably prepared to take by 
reason of the capital which he was abie 
to command. Mr. Andrews was highly 
successful in this undertaking. In eommon 
with other business men, he sustained con- 
siderable losses by the panic of e873, but by 
dint of wise and careful management success- 
fully ran the gauntlet of those trying times 
with an unsullied reputation, and was able 
to save a handsome fortune from the general 
crasn. : 

Though Mr. Andrews was at times a great 
sufferer from his constitutional 2 
he was remarkably patient under it all. A 
prominent business man in speaking of Mr. 
Andrews yesterday said he was one of the 
gentiest and most uncomplaining men 
he ever knew; that he bore his bur- 
dens alone; and that he never 
distressed his friends with any mention ei- 
ther of his ill-health or of his business re- 
verses, but carried every anxiety of mind, 
body, or estate locked up in his own bosom. 
liis family relations are said to have been of 
the most delightful kind, while his gentle 
disposition and amiability of manner en- 
deared him to all with whom he came in 
contact, whether in social or business rela- 
tions. Mr. Andrews was a man of culture 
and a consistent Christian gentleman. His 
State of health prevented him from mingling 
in matters of public concern, but he 
was a close and interested observer 
of every movement that was calcu- 
lated to advance the interests of his 
adopted city. Those who knew him recall 
his perfect self-poise, his strong self-con- 
hdence of the better sort, his firm though 
conservative opinions, and his integrity of 
character. His own experience as a college 
man inspired him to give his @hildren a 
thorough education, and one son was grad- 
uated at Yale, while the younger is now a 
Sophomore in the same eollege. Mr. An- 
dréws was a communicant, and for many

The United Hebrew Congregation 
Close Their Session. 


; Nothing Important Done Yesterday— 


Other Religious Matters. 


HEBREW CONGREGATIONS. 

The third day’s session of the Unton of Ameri- 

can Hebrew Congregations was opened at 9 
o'clock yesterday morning in Standard Hall, 
President Rosedale in the chair. There was an 
unusually large number of ladies present, and 
but few of the delegates were absent. The ses- 
sion was formally opened with prayer by Dr. 
Voorsanger, of Texas. 
The report of Special Committee C.“ to 
whom was referred that poruon of the i- 
dent’s address referring to circuit preachfhg, 
was then submitted by the Chairman, Dr. Voor- 
sanger.. It recommended that the congregations 
of the single States act: unitedly on this ques- 
tion, and see that poor congregations were fur- 
nished with preachers, the expenses to be paid 
out of a fund to be raised for that purpose. The 
report was adopted. 

Special Committee D.“ to whom-was referred 
the report on the proposed amendment to the 
constitution, reported that, in its judgment, no 
amendment was necessary, and the report was 
concurred in. ) 

The Special Committee appointed to ascertain 
whether the Board of Governors of the Hebrew 
Union College had adhered to the curriculum 
agreed upon at New York, submitted its report. 
It was to the effect that the curriculum had not 
been adhered to in all respects, and recommend- 
ed that various minor changes be made in the 
plan. The principal change suggested was the 
omission of certain studies required for admis- 
sion to the institution, and the other chan 
were of minor importance. Dr. Wise, of Cin- 
cinnati, started a long debate on the report by 
— 8 Bo adoption. Drs. Hirsch, Landsberg, 
and Idammer participated in the discus- 
sion. B. Baltman was «+ op to the 
the adoption of the report, as he thought its 
adoption would lower the standard of the Col- 
lege. Dr. Lilenthal, the Professor of Teachers 
in the College, was in favor of concurring in the 


report, but moved its reference to a special . 


committee, and it was so referred. The Chair 
appointed Dr. Hirsh, and Messrs. Solomon, Levi. 
— 4 Abraham to nominate such special com- 
mittee. 

The Committee on Nominations for members 
of the new Executive Board presented a num- 
ber of names. - 

Before the ballot was taken Mr. Lazarus 
Silverman, of Chicago, offered an amendment 
to the constitution, regarding the manner of 
offering amendments to the constitution. Mr. 
Josiah Cohen moved asa substitute, that any 
member of the Union be allowed to submit an 
ameudment to the constitution to the Executive 
Board, to be submitted to the Council at the fol- 
lowing meeting. This substitute was finally 


opted. 

Mr. Ezekiel. of Cincinnati. offered a resolution 
to the effect that a committee of three be ap- 
pointed to nominate a Board of Examiners for 
the Coliege for the ensu T The Chair ap- 
pointed Messrs. Ezekiel, Levy, and Sanger as 
such Committee. 

The following gentlemen were elected as the 
special Committee to which was referred the 
curriculum matter: Dr. Milziener, of Cincin- 
nati; Mr. Ehrlich, of New York; Dr. Huebsch, 
of New York; Dr. Felsenthal, of Chicago; Dr. 
A. Moses, of Louisville; Dr. A. Wise, of New 
York; Dr. J. S. Goidammer,of Nashville; Dr. 
— of Cleveland; and Dr. Meyer, of Pitts 

urn. 

Mr. Bloom, of Louisville, submitted a resolu- 
tion that no con tion should call a rabbi 
while be was engaged with another congrega- 
tion, unless the consent of the congreganon 
was given or the resignation of the rabbi called 
was accepted. The Chair ruled this resolution 
out of order, on the ground that the Union 
had no bt, according to its Con- 
stitution, to interfere witb relations existing 
between congregations and rabbis. This rai 
a stormy and heated discussion on the point. 
An appeal from the decision of the Chair 
was taken, and the Chair was not sus- 
tained. The Hon. M. Ellenger,of New York, 
then made a strong h against the resolu- 
tion, saying that the Union had no right to dics 
tate to rabbis and congregations. The debate 
on this question lasted over an hour, and the 
resolution was finally laid on the table. This 
raised another discussion, and the resolution. 
was taken from the table. The adoption of the 
resolution was finally voted on, with the fol- 
lowing result: Yeas, 24; nays, 16. The resolu- 
tion was declared adopted. 

A resolution providing for the reception of 
Jewish emigrants in this country was referred 
to the Committee on that matter. 

A resolution to readmit the Louisville congre- 
gation, which had been suspended for nonpay- 
ment of dues to the Union, was referred to tho 
Executive Board with power to act. 

A resolution to appropriate a fund to secure 
civiland religious liberty to the Hebrews in 
countries where this liberty is restricted, was 
presented by Dr. Jacovs, but action on it was de- 
ferred. and a recess was taken until 3 o'clock. 

When the delegates reassembied in the after- 
noon the resoluuon of the Kev. Dr. Jacobs, of 
New York, was then taken up for accion. It 
was adopted. The same gentieman offered a 
series of resoiutions thanking Mr. Matthews, 
the United States Consul at Morocco, for 
his efforts to ameliorate the condition 
of the persecuted Jews in that country. The 
resolutions were unauimously adopted, In this 
connection Dr. Jacobs also offered a resolution 
expressing gratitude for the kind offer of the 
King of Spain to welcome the persecated Rus- 
sian Jews to his domains. This resolution was 
adopted, and the retary was instructed to 
ask the Spanish Minister at Washington to ap- 
prise his sovereign of the action. 

Mr. Gross, of Milwaukee, said he regretted to 
see the weak and unhealthy condition of the 
Hebfw congregations in this country, and he 
thought this fact wasdue ina great measure to 
the foreign rabbis, who could not adapt them- 
selves to American ideas and created dis- 
sensions in the congregations over which 

they were called to preside. He 
moved the appointment of a committee 
of four, to be known as a Committee on Rab- 
binical Qualifications; and to consist of one 
| member residing in New York, San Fran " 
New Orleans, and Cincinnati. The duty of this 
Committee should be to examine rabbis as they 
came to this country as to their qualifications, 
character, etc., and to keep a record of their 
arrivals for the information of congregations. 
A substitute was offered to the effect thata 
Bureau of Information be established on the 

lan of an intelligence office. The Hon. Mr. 
ZUmger. of New York, said it was too late in 
the day to bring these questions, which re- 
quired deliberation, before the Union, and he 
moved to lay both the resolutions and the sub- 
stitute. The motion was carried, but they were 
subsequently taken from the table and referred 
to the Executive Board.

First Celebration in Chicago of Its 
Capture. 


Delightful Picnic of Our French Fel- 
low-Citizens. 8 


Addresses by E. B. Washburne, Mayor 
Harrison, and Mr. De Clereg. 


CHICAGO. 
The first celebration in Chicago of the French 
national boliday, the anniversary of the Fall of 


- the Bastille, July 14, 1789, was uppropriately given 


yeeterday under the auspices of the various 
French benevolent societies. About 10 a. m. a 
train of ten coaches, reinforced three hours 
later by another of twelve coaches, all filled to 
their utmost capacity, left the Pan-Handie 
Depot for Sharpshooter’s Park. No more re 
spectable or better crowd. ever attended a pic- 
nic in Chicago or its environs. The gentlemen 
having the affair in charge were determined 
that nothing should occur to mar the pleasure 
of the occasion, and their work was rendered 
easy by the codperation of all present. 

Shortly after arrival on the grounds at 11 a. 
m., the music struck up a potpourri of national 
airs, at the conclusion of which 

MR. JULES DE CLERCQ, 
French Consul in Chicago, was introduced and 
Saluted with «pplause. 

Mr. De Clereq said that one of France's great- 
est poets had said, “Every man has two coun- 
tries; his own and then France.” Looking 
around upon bis auditors, the speaker couid not 
accuse Victor Hugo of lyric exaggeration or pa- 
triotic blindness, but acknowledged that he had 
enunciated a truth which every day tended to 
become universal. Asa matter of theory, he 
bad no need to thank Frenchmen. tor 
their presence on this occasion, for they 
were children performing a patriotic duty 
to their mother country, and duty when 
acconiplished brought its own reward. Still be- 
tween theory and practice there was often a 
wide difference, and it should not be forgotten 
that they bad met for the first time in. Chicago 
to celevrate the holiday of the French Republic, 
and ioat this celebration was had upon a work- 
ing day, while with most of chem it was not easy 
to abandon work for a day. 

But they could not measure their pecuni 
interest in comparison witb their lial love and 
patriotic feelings, and they had come together 
to group around the eglvrious tri-coiored flag. 
welcomed them, and especially gave 
thanks to those who, residing at a distance, bad 
considered nothing of expense, but only remem- 
bered that they were French and that tais was 
the French national bolidav. He weicomed 
all, Americans, Beigians, Canadians, Swiss, 
toreigners of every country who had come 
not from mere curiosity, but to attest their 
sympathy with France. Americans could never 
fofget that neu they fought for their independ- 
ence the swords of La Fuyette, Rochambeau, 
and De Grasse united in a common cause with 
that of Washington. The celebrations at York- 
town in October would attest the gratitude of 


Amertcans and their remembrance of how | 


Yorktown fell. 

To the men who celebrated last year in this 
same place the fiftieth anniversary of Belgiuw’s 
inde pendence the souvenirs of the siege of An- 
vers and the aid rendered to Belg.um by the 
French arm: seemed to hover around tneir re- 
union. The sous of those who fought with 
Mon calm and the children of Heivetin remem- 
bered Frince, and the ties wnich bound switzer- 
land and france bad only been strengthened 
since the two countries nad become sister Re- 
publics. 

The representatives of the American Admin- 
istration and tue Consuis of the ditferent naaons 
present leut to this toast of friendship and con- 
cord something of un international character, 
and they were warmly weicomed.

They confess to the arrest of a criminal for 
whom they bave been looking ever since 
Elliot's arrest, und say there are reasonable 
grounds tor suspicion concerning him. But they 
claim that a publication of [acts at this early 
date would greatly damage the * of che 
case, and under these circumstances think the 
press and public ought to be willing to wait until 
the case is matured.

St. Luke's Hospital had purchased property on 
Michigan avenue, intending to bujid upon it. 
Dr. G. W. Chamberlin, one of the Medica! Board 
of the institution, in answer to the 
inquiries of the reporter, stated that, with the 
aid ot Mr. N. K. Fairbank, the managers of the 
Hosp had purchased about 100 feet of prop- 
erty on Michigan avenue, directly back of the 
bospital, and about 175 feet on Indiana avenue, 
immediately adjoining the hospital. The plans 
for the p additions were yet in embryo, 
but the Doctor said it was fairly settied that 
large additions to the present quarters would be 
bulit on the newly-purcbased lots as soon as pos- 
sible. The necessary money had been pi d 
by wealthy men of the city who were interested 
in the welfare of the institution, and as soon 
as the plans were fully matured work 
would be begun. The main entrance and recep- 
tion rooms of the Hospital would be 
on the Indiana avenue front. while 
the executive department of the institution 
would be in the wines on Michigan and Indiana 
avenues. These additions to the 1 in- 
adequate quarters would benefit the Hospital 
amazingly, and the managers would bave room 
to carry out the work of the institution without 
restriction.

NORTH LA SALLE 0 
The property: owners of North La Salle are re- 
paving one-haif of their street. That is, they 
are paving it from Chicago avenue north to 
Lincoln Park. But the other half, from Chicago 
avenue to the river, remains in an abominabie 
condition. It is some ten years since it was 
paved with pine blocks, and their present 
condition can be better imagined than described. 
It is all a buggy or other light carriage is worth 
to venture to traverse that street, so full of holes 
is it. After driv over the wretched roadway 
nobody wishes to do ſt again. The portion that 
is being reblocked is with cedar, and if the foun- 
dation is properly attended to the new pave- 
ment may be expected to last fifteen or twenty 
years. here two-iach planking is t down 
for the cedar blocks to rest upon it is quite 
probabie that such a street will last fully twenty 
years. Cedar biocks on a good foundation have 
more than twice the wear in them of pine biocks. 
Some they will outlast three renewals of pine 
blocks. If the property-owners of La Salle street 
south of Chicago avenue are willing to consult 
their own interests they will lose no time in 
cedar-blocking their portion of the street to the 
river. The expense is a mere trifle compared 
with the benefits. The cost will only be about 
$2 per front foot, and, estimating the endurance 
of the cedar-block pavement at twenty years, 
the cost is only 10 cents per foota year, or on a 
twenty-five-foot front lot the mere trifle of 
$2.50 per year for the use of a smooth, solid, and 
clean pavement.

SALOON BONDS. 
MORE FACTS CONCERNING THEM. 

THE TRIBUNE published yesterday some in- 
teresting factsin reiation to the way in which 
the saloon- bond business is conducted in this 
city. A person who takes out a saloon-license 
is required to give two bonds,—one to the city 
in the sum of $500, and the other a State bond 
in the sum of $3,000. This latter bond must 
bear two sureties,—freeholdtrs in the county, 
and bh $2,000 over and above all their liabil- 
ities. The object of the bond is to secure pro- 
tection for persons who may be in- 
jured by the saloonkeeper conducting 


his business improperly. It was shown in 
yesterday's paper how one of the employés in 
the City Cierk's office was in the habit ef fur- 
nisbing bondsmen—men whom the principal had 


never seen, and who were consequently worth- 


less as sureties. 

An investigation into the ponds at present 
on file at the City-Hall indicates that the great 
majority of them, if not all,are of no value 
whatever. In no vase is there auything to show 
that the sureties are freehoiders. No schedule 
is required; no questions are asked apparently 
as to the man being actually wor $2,000 
above his liability: in short, the whole 
business managed in a scandalously 
loose manner. Quite a number of the bonds 
which have been issued this year are acknowl- 
edged before a man named John Scully, cashier 
in the office of Collector Onahan. The difficulty 
with nearly all the sureties on the bonds which 
he has acknowledged is that they are persons 
who do not appear in the directory at all, like 
John P. Fazier, or persons who figure in the 
directory too much, like John Murphy. James 
O'Neil, and James Tobin. The frequent recur- 
rence of such names as the latter, in singu- 
larly similar handwritings, without any resi- 
dences given, is caiculated to excite suspicion, 
and to lead to the inference that the sureties, if 
they exist at all, are utterly worthiess. There 
are some cases where well-known brewers have 
gone on the bonds of saloonkeepers, but, as a 
general thing, the names that appear on these 
documents m to have been selected with a 
view to their frequent occurrence in the di- 
rectory, in order that it may be difficult to run 
them down. On one bond acknowledged 

Rummel, John Long and Jonn 
appear as sureties. There are 

* ohn Longs and (forty-five John 
Kellys in the digectory. Now suppose that the 
saloonkeeper in this case does injure somebody 
by selling liquor to improper parties? Suppose 
the wife wants to bring the suit which she is en- 
titled to drainst the sureties on this bond?

No vebicle ot ony descrip- 
tion with felloes and tires less than five inches 
in breadth shail be permitted to draw or pass 
over the ved streets, alleys, and thorough- 
fares aforesaid with a greater burden than sixty 
hundredweight. And every owner or own- 
ers of such vehicies for burden which 
shall drawn contrary’ to true 
intent and meaning of this article 
shall for every such offense be fined ina sum 
not ex $25, together with the cost of 
prosecution. is section shall not take effect 
until May 1, 1882.“

The colonization scheme of Bishop Ire- 
land has been of great advantage to the 
West. It may be stated, for a thorough 
understanding of the subject, that the Bishop 
never owned any land; he simply took a 
contract for certain lands at a given price, 
forastated period, and from the price at 
which the lands were sold a percentage was 
allowed, enabling him to issue pamphlets 
and circulars, which were freely distributed 
in Europe. The Bishop confines his opera- 
tions to land within the diocese of St. Paul, 
being lands of the Chicago & Northwestern, 
the St. Paul & Sioux City, and 
the Winona & St. Peter Railroads. 
The early settlers were persons of limited 
meays, but who had the necessary pluck to 
tussle with the close-knit prairie sod. To 
that class of persons the commendation of 
Bishop Ireland, and the promise to havea 
church in the vicinity, were tempting circum- 
gtances. The scheme, as will be seen, 

NAS BEEN! EMINENTLY SUCCESSFUL. 

The Bishop started independent colonies, 
locating them here and there as circum- 
stances favored. The colonies of“ De Graff“ 
and “Ciontarp” were established in 1876. 
Many of the ‘settlers got homestead lands, 
while. others bought railroad bonds at a 
very low figure, which were good for par in 
the purchase of lands. There are no bonds 


figure now, and there is scarcely any of the 
public domain left in Minnesota which is 
desirable. These two colonies have about 
700 families. | 
The “Adrian” colony was established i 
wit. The,“ National Catholic Association 
of lilinois’”’ sent fifty families to the colony 
which has now about 400 families. The land 
when the cdlony was organized was worth 
about $4 per acre, and it is now worth about 


te ; 

The colony of “Avoca” was established in 
1878, and it is probably as prosperous and 

romising ot good as any of its predecessors. 
Vhen it was established there was not a rail- 
road within twenty miles of it. Now there is 
a branch of the St. Paul & Sioux City to 
Avoca, another road to Fuldah, and still 
another—the Chicago & Northwestern—to 
Tracey, which latter, while jt does not touch 
the colony proper, is near enough to be 
utilized: 7 

Arne settlers have in the main got along 
very well; here and there one may fall out 
of the ranks discouraged, but if only 5 per 
cént of the mercantile community escape 
disaster svoner or later it will be found that 
farming in Minnesota is safer than selling 
dry goods or boots and shoes: There are 
fewer failures in the business. 

Bishop ireland has encouraged the settlers 
to secure 160 acres each, but impressed upon 
them to cultivate but half that amount. He 
argues that with the betterment of their con- 
dition bos Begg naturally add to their live 
stock, / and that a bit of pasture-land would 
be vaJuable. Then again, he argued, at the 
death of the head of the family there would 

land enough to cut- up into a couple 
of little farms for the sons. He has 
in his pamphiets held out no inducements to 
those Who ‘were already making a good liv- 
ing inthe Eastern cities. He told the people 
that attacking the prairie and isolating one’s 
self ina climate that was severe, with long 
winters, was no holiday work. But for the 
class in-Europe who generation after gen- 
eration work hard and get but little pay, and

Bishop Lreland’s lands, so-called, have

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PENNSYLVANIA POLITICS. 


Cameron Not in Sympathy with Conk- 
' Jimg—Candidates for the State Treas- 
urership. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 12.—The develop- 
‘ment of the political situation in the State 
this yearisslow. It has, however, some inter- 
esting features lying just beneath the surface. 
and these are tolerably certain to be disclosed 
when active work once begins, The strong 
and scarcely controlled Blaine movement— 
so called—of 1880, and the very serious break 
in the Legislature that defeated Mr. Oliver 
and Gen. Beaver, represented forces in the 
party that are vigorous and determined to 
press further their advantage. It may be 
said, candidly, that this is simply an“ inde- 
pendent” or anti-Cameron movement. 
represents that large, if not preponderating, 
element in the party which is opposed to the 
control so powerfully exercised by Senator 
Cameron and his lieutenants—Mackey, Keim- 
ble and Quay—in the last ten years.

MADISON’S HOME. 


The Wiaguificent Montpelier Estate to 
Be Sold under the Hammer. 

Wasuinaton, D. C., July 10,—‘* Mont- 
pelier,” well known as the home of Presi- 
dent Madison, and one of the historie places 
of Virginia, is advertised to be sold at public 
sale on July &. The homes of the several 
Presidents of the United States contributed 
by Virginia have all beene regarded with 
considerable National interest, but except 
Mount Vernon, the home of Washington, 
comparatively little is known of them by the 
public. Montpelier is beautifully situated, 
in Orange County, about eighty miles south 
of Washington, on the line of the Virginia 
Midland Railread, and in what is known as 
the Piedmont section of§Virginia,—a section 
noted for fertility’ of soil and pict- 
uresqueness of scenery. Although near the 
base of the Southwest Mountains; it is suf- 
ficiently elevated to furnish a commanding 
view of the fine rolling country by which it 
is surreunded, as well as the Blue Ridge 
Mountains, which rise in the distance. The 
estate comprises over 1,000 acres of land. 
Immediately about the old homestead are 
eighty acres of improved grounds, hand- 
somely graded with graveled walks and 
drives. Directly in front and to the right of 
the residence isan avenue shaded by fully 
developed white pine trees. said to have 
been planted by President Madison in his 
youth, and beyond this is a grove of stately 
walnut trees whose age is measured by cent- 
uries. At the base of the hill there isa 
valley watered by a perennial stream which 
iscapable of being converted, at an incon- 
sidcrable expense, Into a mountain lake, 
Which would materially enbance the beauty 
of the landscape. At the rear of the house is 
an exquisit lawn, which was the garden spot 
of the parents of President Madison. The 
present garden was located by Mr. Madison, 
and veccupies a terraced hillside about 300 
yards in the rear of the residence. 

The view from the eastern side is bounded 
by the wooded slopes. of the Southwest 
Mountains, which materially add to its beau- 
ty and grandeur. ‘The architectural design 
of tne, house js similar to that of Mount Ver- 
non and Monticello, being constructed of 
brick and stone, with a portico in front sup- 
ported by stone columns; but, with respect 
to interior, conveniences, the Montpelier 
homestead is far superior to Mount Vernon 
and Monticello. The estate passed out, of 
the control of the Madison family some thir- 
ty or forty years ago by sale, since which, it 
has several times changed ownership, but 
has successively been occupied by the own- 
ers themselves. Until a very recent date the 
grounds have been preserved in their origina! 
beauty, and improved at ‘considerable ex- 
pense. Recently they have suffered some- 
what from neglect, but the lawns, terraces, 
and groves are all intact, and at a small ex- 
pense can be restored to their original form 
and beauty. ; ! 

The renrains of President Madison rest in 
the family burying-ground on the estate, and 
are marked by aplain granit shaft erected 
by the citizens of Orange County as a fitting 
emblem of the Doric simplicity of his mind 
and character. The descendants of the Mad- 
ison family are, for the most part, still resi- 
dents of the neighborhood, and the same can 
be said as to the descendants of those who 
were President Madison’s friends and neigh- 
bors.

Great Britain Will undoubtedly fall below an 
average yield, there being a much larger pro- 
portion than usual of the wheat area under 
spring-sown grain, owing to the unfavorable 
weather for seeding in the autumn, and spring- 
sown wheat seldom makes acrop in that climate. 
At last mail dates the spring wheat was reported 
in “backward condition, apparently stunted 
beyond the possibility of a crop of straw or of 
an average crop of grain.“ and with numerous 
white frosts in the latter part of June. when the 
wheat was in blossom, and frost again last Fri- 
day night, the grain must be making slow prog- 
ress toward maturity. It is to be observed, 
moreover, that Great Britain has considerably 
less area under wheat cultivation this season 
than last, und her foreign wants the coming 
year will doubtless again be very large, as large 
probably as ju the current cereal year. Turn- 
ing to our own country, it is hurdly presumable

It would be premature to at pres- 
ent endeavor to form any opihion in regard to 
the proportion which the surplus of the export- 
ing countries is to bear to the deficiency of the 
importing countries; but this much may be said: 
that, broadly summed up, present prospects do 
not favor the opinion that there is to be any 
very important difference in che relauonof 
these two quantities from that of last year. 
But, even if the proportion between surplus and 
deticiencies were to be substantially the same as 
last season, it by no means follows that values 
would be the same.

THE CHICAGO UNIVERSITY. 

There was tiled yesterday with the Clerk of 
the United States Circuit Court the separate 
answer of the University of Chicago in the fore- 
closure proceedings instituted by the Union 
Mutual Life-Insurance Company. The answer 
sets forth in detail the law of ipcorporation of 
the University, the agreements with Judge 
Douglas, and the final deed of the property to 
the Board of Trustees. It calls attention to the 
various donations made for separate and dis- 
tinct purposes, and, without denying. the valid- 
ity of the mortgage, submits to the Court a 
question of interest to all lawyers—viz.: 
* Whether, in view of the fact that the deed of 
couveyance from said Douglas was made to the 
Board of Trustees of the University of Chicago, 
and in vwiew of the powers by law delegated to 
this defendant and the said Board of ‘l'rustees, 
resp °ctively, the said pretended trust-deed be- 
tween the University of Chicago, a corporation, 
te., party of the'tirst part, and Levi D. Boone, 
party of the second part, as ‘Trustee, operated 
ito convey auy titic, Interest, or estate in the 
promises? 

The auswer also denies ‚that the University 
corporation received $100,000 from the Union 
Mutual lusurance Company at the date alleged 
in the bill, and asserts that the sum actually re- 
celved was Only $13,000, and that the difference 
between that sum and $150,000 is made up of 
Nems of various kinds, respecting which proof 
isdemanded.

A Southern Fish Pond—A Million Carp 
im an Acre of Water. 
Griffin n.) News. 

ne of the most lovely places in Spalding 
County is the carp pond ot Mr. A. A. Wright iu 
Porth Grin. Those ot our readers who have 
never visited it can form little idea of its beauty. 
Mr. Wright. who isa zenius in everytbing, bas 
devoted to the improvement of this place bis, 
best skill ang eneryices. We must confess to 
some neglect in not giving more prominence to 
un enterprise (hat nas has attracted so much 
uitention and favorable comment ig Georgia. 
und which has even filled columns in 144 — 
Western papers. 

The pond covers an area of nearly an acre, 
sud is supplied with water by a large, ed 
spring tbat boils up in the centre, and water con- 
veyed by undervround pipes from a number of 
springs several bundred feet distant. The dam 
js constructed in the best manner, being pinuked 
up on the inside of the best heart pine lumber, 
with cluy backing, on which is planted Bermuda 
#rass. Inside the pond, neur one corner, is a 
dry well, ecigbt feet in diameter and ten feet 
deep, octagon .sbaped, at the bottom of which 
isa large hydruuhe engine, or ram, that forces 
water (hrough pipes ail over the residence 
of Mr.“ Wright. where it is used for the 
various purposes meeded, kitchen, bath- 
room, etc., Keeping up a eonstant flow of 
water without the use of tanks or reservoirs, 
having the same pressure of an elevated tank 
thirty Teet high, and also keeping u beautiful 
fountain continually playing seven jets of wa- 
ter fifteen feet bigh. Around the top of the dry 
well is @ straiaer or Sieve of wire cloth made to 


order in New York, through which the waste 


water escapes from the pond (thereby prevent- 
ing the escape of the smallest carp), thence 
from the bottom through a water-pipe which 
conveys all surplus water and waste from the 
pond ana rain. Two large weeping- willows 
stand ig the centre, on two island: built octa- 
gon shape, and sodded with bluegrass. 

‘The wiliows are the largest and handsomest in 
the county and are excecdingly ornanental. 
Around the pond, on the dam, are other large 
weeping- willows, which make the place look 
cool and pleasant. On the upper side are plant- 
ed a row of magnolias and weeping- wiliows, and 


beauticul yellow water lilies, yellow totus, cur- 
eutlau recurrata, culladium, esculantuims, and a 
variety of other ornamental aquatic plaots. In

The School Agency Question and Other 
Matters Discussed. 


The last regular meeting of the old Board of 
Education was held last evening, at which were 
present Inspectors Delany, presiding, Hoyne, 
English, Armstrong, Brenan, Curran, Stensiand, 
Burroughs, Dunne, Maas, and Niehoff. 

Mr. Armstrong made a few remarks, in which 
he stated that he had received from Mayor 
Harrison a jetter authorizing and requesting 
him, as a member of the Board, to serve as such 
until the appointment and qualification of his 
successor. He understood that several mem- 
bers of the Board objected to his doing this, 
and, as he did not wish to push the matter, he 
begged to be excused from further service on 
the Board. 


Board tarewell. 

Inspectors English and Armstrong, the only 
retiring members of the old Board present, 
vacated their seats, and Clerk Johnson read a 
communication from City-Clerk Howard, au- 
nouncing that Messrs. Brenan, Bridue, lealy, 
and Krouse, the newly-appointed members of 
the Board, had duly qualified for the position. 

On motion they were invited to take their 
seats, the invitations being accepted by Messrs.

McRAY’S MACHINE. 


A New “Pumping, Elevating, and 
Transmitting “ Contrivance, Which 
the Inventor Predicts Will Just Bevo- 
lutionize the Whole Business. 

Mr. T. H. McRay, a gentleman who hails from 
Tyronza, Cross County, Ark., thinks he has 
invented a machine which is destined to com- 
pletely revolutionize all of the present numer- 
ous systems used for transmitting packages, 
handling grain, carrying water, and hauling, as 
well as elevating, things generally. The iven- 
tion is called ** McKay's Pumping, Elevating, and 
Transmitting Machine.“ und the in- 
ventor bas been experimenting with one 
of them for the past four or fiv@ weeks ina 
vacant lot on North avenue near Clypourn 
avenue. Upon an invitation from Mr. McRay, a 
TRIBUNE representative rode up to the vacant 
lot yesterday morning and “saw how the thing 
worked.” It was found that the pumping. 
clevating, and transmitting machine“ was con- 
structed upon the common principle of pneu- 
miutics that. if a vacuum is created in an open 
pipe, or conduit, of any kind, the air will at 
once rush toward the vacuum, and with a pres- 
sure of about utteon pounds to the square inch. 
Pnvematic tuves are already used in Chicago 
aud other cities for the transmission of very 
Sinall, light packages, but only for very short 
iistances. Mr. Mettay not ouly creates the 
yacuum in u new apd extremely novel sort of 
way, but be also claims for bis machine that it 
Will be able, when perfected, to transmit pack- 
agres Of almost any. weight for any distance, and 
to unload grain from vessels, haut coal up from 
u mine, te. The machine with which be is now 
experimenting is far trom being perfect, and, as 
he states, is used “only to illustrate 

THE PRINCIPLE OF THE THING.” 
In order that one may arrive at some idea as to 
how the machine looks, the following directions 
ure given for constructing one: Take a hollow 
shaft, about three feet long and four inches in 
diameter, and let it rest in a stout wooden 
framework. inthe middie of the shaft have 
un iron wheel three feet in diameter and 
cight inches thick. At regular intervals 
nlong the circumference of the wheel let 
there be made a large opening, leading 
down into the bollow shaft on which the wheel 
is to revolve. These openings, however, do not 
want to lead straight down to the shaft, but in 
the form of a curve, all bending the sume way. 
After this has been done, let that portion of the 
wheel between the openings be scooped out” 
us muchas possible without cutting into the 
shaft or into the openings of the wheel icading 
to the shaft. The wheel will then be proviied 
with what might be called a succession of 
hollow fans connecting with a hollow shaft. 
This willallow air, or aoything else that is not 
too larve, to enter at either end of the shaft and 
come out through the openings in the circum- 
ference of the wheei,—tbrough the fans. The 
factof the tter is. the wheel and shaft are 
cast ju one #iece. Connect the ends of the 
shaft with low tubes of the same diameter, 
and then 5

to be worked. Of course,itis worked by means 
Ot an engins and belts, just as any other ma- 
chine would be. When the engine starts up the 
wheel of the “* pumping, elevating, and trans- 
mitting machine commences to revoive, the 
convex side of the fans moving against the uir. 
if the wheel goes fast enough, the faus displace 
the air so that a vacuum is created between the 
two sides of the wheel. To supply the loss, 
more air rusbes through the tubes, the hollow

‘shaft, and out through the ends of the hollow 


fans. 

The machine experimented with yesterday be- 
ing an impertectiy-constructed one, nothing 
like a complete vacuum could be created, and, 
consequently, the air did not rush through the 
tubes with the desired and proper force of fit- 
teca pounds to the square inch. The pressure 
was less than one-third of what it should have 
been. But, even as it waa, water was drawn up 
through the tube from one side and thrown out 
of the fans in the form of a dense spray, 
while handfuls of corn were 

DRAWN UP THROUGH THE TUBE 
on the other side aud thrown out with the 
water. The elevauuon of the wheel was about 
five feet, and the length of each tube was about 
tifteen feet. 

Mr. McRay says that, with a wheel twelve or 
fourteen feet in diameter, and making 4,000 or 
5.60 revoludops a minute (yesterday 
the number was only about 1200, very 
heavy packages, on a large and steady 
current of grain, could be carried through the 
tubes, no matter how high the machine was, or 
how great the lenztpof the tubes. The latter 
would also be larger, in proportion to the wheel. 
This done, Mr. McRay would put his per- 
fected"’ machine inside of a large. inverted 
cone-shaped box, with an open apex, so that the 
articles thrown from the fans would be all 
dropped ia the same place. 


HIRAM. 

Graphic Description of the Effect Pro- 
duced There by the Attempt upon the 
President's Life. 

New York Tribune. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 10.—President Hins- 
dale, of Hiram College, who remains in Wash- 
ington to be near his wounded friend, has ro- 
ceived a letter from his wife, who gives a 
graphic description of the effect produced in a 
quiet Ohio village by the attempt to assasinate 
the President. A Tribune correspondent has 
been permitted to make some extracts from 
this letter, which. is dated Hiram, O., July 4 
and 5: 

Mrs. Hinsdale writes: “Hiram has passed 
through some eventful scenes since you left, 
The reports that came during the afternoon 
were full of despair. Mrs. Comstock,of Warren, 
sent a dispatch dated half-past 1, which said; 
‘Internal hemorrbage has set in, and the 
worst results are feared.’ The hack brought 
the papers, but there were no dispatcoes 
Inter than half-past 11. Those were fuvor- 
atic. In the evening Allie Turner drove 
down again. He came at 9 o'clock with this

Ilnteracy in the United States—- From 
20 to 22 Per Cent of Our Voting Popu- 
lation Unable to Read Their Ballots. 

7 New York Sun. ; 

ALBANY, July 12.—At the University Convoca- 
tion to-day Prof. Gardiner, of the Albany Acad- 
emy, read a paper on- The Relation of the 
General Goverument to the Education of the 
People.“ This paper showed an alarm 
amount of illiteracy in the United States, an 
suggested methods of removing it. It presented 
statistics showing that in 1870 the voting popu- 
lation of the United States wus 7,623,000, the vot- 
ing population of the Southern States be 
2.77 O00. The illiterate voters in the Uni 
States were 1,580,000, and the same class of» vote 
ers in the Southern States numbered 1,123, 
Twenty per cent of the entire voting popu lation 
of the United States, and 45 per cent of the 
voters of the Southern States, could not 
their ballots. The total vote cast and 
counted at the last neral election in the 
whole country was 9,207,000. Advance sheets 
of census reports and careful estimates 
say that from 21 to 22 per cent of them were Illit- 
erate. Ten years ago one voter in five was il 
erate.
